arjilejimunu, or exhibition 
giantfi, the cuitiiMtion methrxls 
are murh the same, and their 
requirements almost icIeniifiaL

insect pests in (his eountry are 



blafk aphis, wbich cluster 
round leaf (ErminaU and bter 
llie buds, leaf iscinaliMies 
or t^-wormi, whidi arc cvcti 
more dcatractiv& 

Where plants are grown for 
exhibition ptirpijses in pots, 
neinatode control is cnmpara- 
tivcly easy, for all one need 
do is wasfi all old outdoor soil 
from the mots or suckers, ster- 
ilise the soil, replant thcta in 
cxsntainers, and keep a cJoiiC 
watch nn Che foliage later. 

The nematode lives within 
the leaf ti^ue and is, there- 
fore, invisible to the naked eye. 
It is always a .serious pest in 
cbrysantheniums duriiig wet 
seasQiM, for its only inuos of 
movement is to '^swim** frnm 
leaf to leaf. 

Its symptoms are brown 
patches on the tower leaves, 
either ou one side or the other 
or on both sides, always work- 
ing towards the tip in definite 
hands rather thnn blotches, 
and thtfy never cross lite Ipal 
ribs or veins. 

Control consists of refuUr 
sprayings of E605, which 
should be used tract a week 
during very wtt periods. Con- 
(inoe to spray riglu up until 
the time the plants Bnlsh 
flowering. 

Black aphis, which is easy 
to retognise from the dense 
colonies (clustering among 
young, new leaves and buds, 
tan be killed hy the utc ol the 
same spray or any water-wi- 
ublc form of DDT. 

Another disease cominon to 
the chrysanthemum is I en f spot, 
wliicli Bordeaux mixture will 
control. Militew is often 
prevalent in wel leasoiu, and 
any good wettablr sulphur or 
finely divided sulphur dust 
will control. BordeauK mijcltin: 
ii also effective.
